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Tus book is not intended for drones. Asa mere ap 
paratus to save labor in sermonizing it will be utterly 
worthless, but it is hoped that it may be found useful as 
an incentive to study. 

The merest skeletons will be found in it, without 
proofs or illustrations, leaving it for each reader to “‘lay 
sinews upon these dry bones, and bring up flesh upon 
them and cover them with skin” according to his own 
habits of composition; and then the Author ventures 
to suggest that in order that they may be clothed with 
living power, the prayer be offered by fervent hearts— 
““ Come from the four winds,O Breatu! and breathe 
upon these slain,” and doubtless ‘‘ these dry bones shalt 
live.” 

The most of these sketches are the product of my 
own mind, yet I have not aimed at originality, and I 
have appropriated whatever I thought available from 


the best authors.
